be repurted to the Adjutant General of the army
tor dischurge, in order that their places may be
filledl by others fit for field service Fur thia
class of officers Congress hus provided pensions,

Fourth, Applications for pensions must be
made to the Commissioner of Pensions, who is
judge of the sulliciency of the evidence in sup
port ol such claims, and who lurnishes the forms
ansd regulations relnting thereto,

Futh, When an ofliver returns to his command
alter havink overstaid his leave of absence he
may be wried by a court martial for this as a mili-
tary offen=e, or a commission may be appointed
by the commanding officer of bis division, army
corps, or army, as the case may be, to investigate
s case, and to determine whether or not he was
ab=ent from proper cause, and it there should Le
tound 1o be such proper cause, he will be entitled
Lo pay durmng such avsence.
